Fall Moisture Now 
105 per cent Normal 


It was reported last week that the 
rest room committee had realized, 
through a donation by the Eastway 
Social Club and the Christmas cake 
laffle and card party, the sum of $8.8TI

Fall precipitation over , the pi-airie | 
provinces was 106 per -cent of normal, | 
practically assuring Western Canada | 
crops of a goo.d start next spring, ac- | 
cording to a report released by the re¬ 
search department of the Searle Grain 
Company. 

“Judging by the fall moisture that 
has occurred, the chances for a good 
crop on the prairies are better for 
next season than they have been for i 
any year since 1933,’’ the report 
states. 

Last fall precipitation was 90 per 
cent of normal. 

Saskatchewan received the most 
rainfall during the months of August 
and October, precipitation over that 
that province being 118 per cent, of 
normal. Rainfall in Alberta was 98 
per cent and in Manitoba 66 per cent. 

Important Factor 

“Experience has shown that the 
precipitation which occurs during the 
months of August, September and Oc- 
etober—that is, after harvest and be¬ 
fore freeze-up—plays an important 
part in making moisture reserves 
ava.lable for the succeedingcro p, for 
the reason that this moisture consti¬ 
tutes the main sub-soil reserve neces¬ 
sary for the crop to tide over periods 
of less than average rainfall that may | 
occur during the growing season.” 


Unusually mild weather for this 
time of the year is still being enjoy¬ 
ed, with temperatures staying above 
the freezing point during the day. The 
snow drifts w r hich have remained on 
main street since the first - blizzard 
have practically disappeared under 
the influence of the Chinoow wind and 
the warm sun.

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TRADE SANCTIONS 


IN the recent news it was stated that German trade 
has suffered as a result of the inhumanities perpet¬ 
uated on Jews, and as a result instructions have been sent 
out in Germany to call a halt on open indignities and cruel¬ 
ties. Until public opinion can be measured in terms of 
trade and finance, it can safely be ignored. But if national 
industry should suffer through any unpopular pplicy, then 
it is time'to change the policy. 

• This shows how effective trade sanctions could be if 
such sanctions were enforced by any strong combination of 
nations. If all neutral nations had withdrawn trade rela¬ 
tions with Japan, at the start of the invasion of China, it 
would have been an arresting object lesson for other simi¬ 
larly ambitious countries. But the opportunity was lost, be¬ 
cause of the cupidity of private industrialists, who exercise 
immense pressure on governments. The League of Na¬ 
tions was fully equipped with authority to institute sanc¬ 
tions, but was- betrayed by the signatory nations. Now, 
when the league has been set at naught, time and again, 
there is no doubt that its potentialities as a civilizing force 
may be recognized. 

On the Atlantic coast there is said to be a co-operative 
industry, which refuses to send goods to Japan, Germany 
and Italy until these nations adopt more commendable poli¬ 
cies. This is little more than an individual gesture of dis¬ 
approval, but it will at least serve .tp ease the consciences 
of shareholders. The industry is apparently prepared to 
lose money, if necessary, in support of principles. 

Unfortunately, big business is not so sensitive to prill 
ciple. It can advance many spacious arguments to prove 
that international trade must not be disorganized, no mat¬ 
ter what an offending nation may do. It can evade the pur¬ 
pose of sanctions by shipping through other nations. And 
governments are deplorably reluctant to resort to any 
decisive action which might affect industrial life, even 
-though temporarily. j . __ - ' 

It-is incredible that nations can contemplate armed force 
without first exhausting every possibility of economic force 
The imposition of economic sanctions has never yet had a 
fair trial as a disciplinary measure. Is it because human 
lives are less precious than the profits of trade?

|N Preoiier'Aberhart’s way to Ottawa he made the 
strange statement in Winnipeg that - Be had never 
failed to co-operate with the Dominion government. R. J. 
Deachman, M.P., writing in the Toronto Star has a word 
to describe such extraordinary statements as Mr. Aber- 
hart makes. He says he has a split personality. One Mr. 
Aberhart does one thing, the other Mr. Aberhart does an 
entirely contradictory thing, and the difficulty is to know 
which M r. Aberhart is doing what. For example, says Mr. 
Deachman, the Social Credit government cut interest on 
government bonds which Calgary held. That was justified 
by Mr. Aberhart as being necessary and right. But when 
Calgary suggested an interest cut on Calgary bonds which 
the government held, Mr. Aberhart exclaimed in horror 


“What, repudiation! Unfair!” or words to that effect. 

Thus, Mr. Aberhart in Winnipeg; feels that he has al¬ 
ways co-operated with the Dominion, whereas Mr. Aber¬ 
hart in Edmonton feels that he mast never co-operate with 
the Dominion. 


BULLIES OF THE ROAD 


Items From Bob Edwards’ 
High River E ye Op ener 


SPHERE are too many trucks involved In highway 
motor accidents. Day after day, there are accounts 
of tragic accidents in which trucks have demolished smaller 
vehicles. The power of trucks i# much greater than that 
of ordinary cars, and their capacity for causing disaster is 
correspondingly greater. It is not suggested that drivers 
of passenger cars are blameless, but it is undeniable that 
there is no type of vehicle so unpopular and so menacing 
as the big truck. It is the bully of the road, driving other 
vehicles aside by the sheer force of size. It ts natural per¬ 
haps that the driver of a big truck should develop a disre¬ 
gard for the courtesies of the road. He has all the advan¬ 
tage, and seems very much inclined to make the most of it. 
He may be working on a strict time schedule, and is us¬ 
ually heavily loaded. So he hugs the centre of the road, 
roaring along, knowing that other traffic is going to give 
him the widest possible berth in the interests of self-pres¬ 
ervation. If they wish to pass him, they do so at their 
own peril. 

Thia Jehovah complex is very easily acquired, and is one 
of the greatest annoyances and dangers of highway travel. 
It is only the occasional truck driver who exercises normal 
consideration for others. There would be even more acci¬ 
dents involving trucks if it were not that other car drivers 
are in deadly fear of them, thus feeding their bullying ten¬ 
dencies. 

In United States there are some highways on which 
truck traffic- is forbidden. Such measures are not possible 
in this country as yet. But certainly there should be a very- 
stiff check-up on truck driver^, and they and their employ¬ 
ers should be sternly instructed in the courtesies which 
large vehicles owe to smaller machines.

question has been raised by a taxpayer of the 
Municipal Hospital Unit. He asks why there are 
no women on the hospital board. Not^ that he has any com¬ 
plaint against the service rendered by the present board 
and certainly nothing but praise for the hospital staff. But 
he wonders why an institution of this nature in Which wo¬ 
men are, or should be, vitally interested, does not boast at i 
least one woman on the administration board. 

He points to the commendable pioneer work done by wo¬ 
men’s organizations in popularizing the Idea of municipal 
hospitals and public health services. Undoubtedly their 
whole-hearted espousal, had much to do with,rousing pub¬ 
lic awareness which resulted in the formation of the unit. 
But having accomplished this part of their objective, they 
have dropped out of the picture, so far as administration 
goes. Is it that they have implicit trust in the men, or dis¬ 
trust in their own ability, or are they indifferent. 

As stated before, ths taxpayer had no criticism of the 
local hospital. He was speaking in a general way, advanc¬ 
ing his theory that women could be of real service in any 
public office concerned with health or education. He noted 
that women and children make ugthe majority of hospital | 
patients. For that reason, he thought, women should be I 
more responsive to the need for certain facilities and im-1 
provements, which must come about in any progressive 
hospital. He was not prepared to say that women would be 
more economical in administration—in fact he doubted 
that. But it was his contention that economy is,'after all, 
a comparative virtue. Up to a point it is necessary. Afer 
that it may be a drag on justifiable services. 

Following the custom of radio stations, the Times will 
conclude with the safeguard “the views expressed are not 
necessarily the views of this paper.” However, the sugges¬ 
tion sets one thinking. Why are women so conspicuously 
rare on hospital boards and school boards ?

Opening with the question “Is Can¬ 
adian Unity possibleJ. lmrie of the 
Edmonton Journal, speaking in Cal¬ 
gary, answered his question in the 
affirmative. But only, h«j said, on con¬ 
dition that - Canadians will pay the 
price. 

He advised an analytic study on the 
extent to which one’s own province 
benefits by association with other 
provinces, the background and 
achievements of other provinces, and 
the extent to which national policies 
benefitting one’s own province are 
costly to otlier provinces. 

He advocated also a frank recogni¬ 
tion that Confederation was due main¬ 
ly to political considerations in de¬ 
fiance of geography and economics. It 
was the vision of a Canadian nation 
rather than a group of sovereign 
states that guided Fathers of Confed¬ 
eration. That spirit must he recap¬ 
tured in face of the growing tendency 
of certain provincial governments to 
be almost sovereign states. 

It must be recaptured by all citi- 
ens. There must be a new sense of 
personal responsibility for the attain¬ 
ment of unity. 

"“It is too much a habit of Alberta, 
for instance, to assume that the trou- , 
hies of Alberta are from outside 1 
causes. 

“Australia has given Canada a | 
good lesson in the setting up a few 
years ago, of a federal grants com¬ 
mission. That body sits annually tq 
consider representations from the 
several states that may consider 
themselves’entitled to subsidies or 
other concessions as a quid pro quo 
for national policies or as needing i 
federal aid. It recommends each year 
the amounts of the subsidies to be 
paid to individual states. 

Sectionalism and disunity is most 
pronounced in depression periods, es¬ 
pecially where physical barriers divide 
the people, and there is sharp division 
of types of natural resources and re¬ 
lated vocational opportunities. 

Those who seek unity in Canada 
should seek means of promoting the 
largest economic prosperity in the 
Dominion. Canada could utilize in- ' 
creased revenue during prosperous I 
periods to meet depression with less I 
severity.

How would they 
feel if, after a German named Haupt- 
man had been convicted of the mur¬ 
der of the Lindbergh boy, the Ameri¬ 
can government had levied fines on all 
Germans in the United States and had 
allowed mobs to destroy their church¬ 
es, loot their shops and maltreated 
their persons? It is not exactly a 
parallel case. For one thing, the 
American nation still regards its Ger¬ 
man residents as human beings and, 
on the whole, pretty decent people, 
but even if it did not, it w-ould never 
dream of visiting upon them all, pun¬ 
ishment for the crime of' one, air 
though it was more heinous than the 
crime committed by a Jew in Parts 
who saw red when he thought of Nazi 
mistreatment of his-parents.
